The Foleoai Telegraph has the follow- 


ing: 


Tho Fresno county iiutlioritiea had 


an idea that an attempt would bo made 
to release George ^ontng, the train rob- 
ber, in the event of bin conviction. They 
had no idea of tho manner in which it 
would bo tried, a great many thinking 
t! at dynamite would be uped. At any 
rate they were afraid the attempt would 
be made, aud the jail was 
doubly 


Kiinrdod while Sontag was in the same. 
As eoon aa he was convicted the author- 
ities nt Fresno determined to get rid of 
him HB soon as poesible. 


He was told to tot ready io start for 


FolEoin, and immediately after the sen- 
tence wsb imposed ho packed everything 
ho wanted in a valise aud was waiting 
for tbe train. On ita arrival be waa put 
on board, and four ollicers went with 
him, No one but tho prisoner slept on 
tbe way up. In fact he WRB the only oue 
that 
seemed 
comfortable 
in 
the 
cioinl. 


The four officers were on tho watch for 


a rescuing party all the time, and every 
noise alarmed them. They arrived iu 
Secramento with their prisoner, and 
breathed freer at the thought that they 
had ^ot that far on their journey with- 
out being molested. 


The Sret train for FolEoin carried offi- 


cers and prisoner to this plsce. Arriving 
here they entered the prison hue, the 
horses irore started and the-officers were 
cun^ratulatiug 
thomeelves 
on 
their 


escape, and thought tbodnucer WES over 
when the report of a jrtin rang out. 


Tho bus was near liobljors' Kavine.at 


tho tiiu«, and the detectives remembered 
thiit it had been the headquarters of the 
Tom Bi'H gang naii other notorious out- 
laws. They all turned pale, prabbed 
their pieioisand nearly upEebthebna in 
trying to get Sontag in front of them for 
a fhield. 


Tho driver was tohl to whip up hie 


horeee, and ho did eo, bringing them 
mio tbe prieon yard on the dead run, 
much to the surprise ot Warden Anil, 
who thought the team was ruuuiug 
away. Investigation developed the fact 
that ft voncg man named Frank 1'ink- 
ham, who is visiting relatives here, WBB 
out hunting and had fired at a jackr&bbit 
jUFt HE the bus was pacing. The officers 
thought; the rescuing party waa utter 
them, and hence the scare. The spot 
where the ehot was fired was just the 
kind of a place that would be selected to 
attempt to reacue a prisoner.
